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This is in response to the renewed petition to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181, filed November 29, 
2007. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
timely file the issue fee in response to the Notice of Allowance, 
mailed January 14, 2003. This Notice set a statutory period for 
reply of three (3) months for issue fee transmittal. No issue 
having been received, the application became abandoned on 
April 15, 2003. The Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment on 
May 20, 2003. Applicants filed a petition to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment on June 20, 2003. However, the petition 
was dismissed in a decision mailed on October 1, 2007. The 
decision pointed out that petitioner did demonstrate that he 
timely responded to the Notice of Allowance on April 10, 2003, 
and included a proper authorization to charge the issue fee to 
his deposit account. However, the decision requested that 
petitioner show that sufficient funds were present in the deposit 
account for the date in question.
